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Continuation of 13. Other: The arguments presented by applicants have been considered but not found persuasive because applicants 
argree that '514 reference teaches that sodium lauryl sulfate (SLS) is irritating to skin and teaches reducing the amount of SLS absorbed 
through the skin by including a milder co-surfactant . Examiner notes that claim 9 of the instant application is also directed to the same 
method. Thus, it is clear from the prior art teachings that a reduction in the binding of SLS to skin is desired. Applicants argue that 
chemical abstracts do nothing more than teach preparation of surfactants from olive oil. However, the abstracts teach that advantages of 
using such surfactants i.,e. olive oil carboxylates in toiletry compositions for reduced irritancy, good cleansingy and low foaming. Further, 
the XP references also teach that olive oil is biodegradable. Accordingly, choosing the surfactants of XP as a useful alternative or in 
combination with the skin irritating SLS, and further using the beneficial surfactant in optimum amounts so as to achieve the desired 
recution in irritation, increased cleansing and reduced foaming would have been within the scope of a skilled artisan. Therefore, the 
rejection has been maintained. . 
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
